Discover Method To Double The Size 
Of Fruit And Vegetables 


In a laboratory outside London, 
British scientists have discovered a 
way to double the size of fruit and 
vegetables, and of flowers, and to 
increase their quality and their ability 
to resist diséase. The means they 
have used is the colchicine drug, and 
the method is described as giving an 
“anaesthetic shock” to the seed. This 
doubles the number of life germs (or 
chromosomes) in each seed, which

At that time, the mortality rate in hospitals for the 
wounded in Egypt and Palestine was 7.44, while out of nearly 30,000 battle 
casualties admitted ‘to hospitals in the Middle East during the year ending 
March 31, 1943, the death rate was only 2.1. Another comparison which 
has been given, tells of a British hospital in France, where 1,300 severely 
wounded patients were treated towards the end of the last war. Of these, 
During the recent campaign in Tunisia, there were only five 
deaths in a hospital which had 1,500 serious cases. ;

Increasing At The Rate Of: Five 
Million People Yearly 

In the last 50 years a population 
equivalent to that of the United 
States has been added to the resident 
population of India by natural in- 
crease.

This same Vitamin 
C is destroyed by overcooking,, especially in rapidly boiling water in an 
open kettle. : 

Potatoes contain enough Vitamin C to supply one-third to one-half of 
our daily requirement—if we do not boil it away in preparing those pota- 
toes for the table. Boiled pared potatoes have become a staple daily dish 
in vast bers of Canadian homes; with the result ‘that Canadians are 
deriving great benefit from the energy-giving value of the potato, but are 
losing the Vitamin values which could so easily be included. The solution

; 1. Bake your potatoes, or ; 

2. Steam your potatoes, or 
: 3. Boil potatoes in their jackets with a cover on the’ pot. 

Baked potatoes are the most. nutritious form in which you.can eat» 
them. Very little of the value of the potato is lost if it is baked. Why not 
make use of your furnace and gave heating the oven. Scrub the potatoes 
thoroughly, grease the skins with a bit of dripping so they will be tender 
enough to eat, and put them on the wide ledge inside your furnace door, 
and they will bake in about one hour. Be-sure your family eats the skin 
so they get the benefit of all the minerals that lie close to it. 

Steamed potatoes are preferable to boiled ones because this elusive 


'| Vitamin_c, though easily destroyed by cooking in water, is not as quickly 


destroyed by cooking in steam. If you have -no steamer, suspend a colander 
over a pot of boiling water, put the potatoes in it and put a cover on. Done 
in this way they will take about fifteen minutes longer to cook but will 
have a very fine flavor. 


If you must boil your potatoes, do so with the skins on! Don't peel 
them first. Scrub them-well instead and boil them in a covered kettle, 
Their nutritive value will be much higher.

Under the changes for university 
education, discharged personnel may 
enter any university or college “of 
educational standards approved by

that in the case of vocational train- 
ing and completion of education, the 
minister may approve the payment 
of grants to persons: residing else- 
where than in Canada in specia! 
eases where training outside the Do- 
minion is deemed advisable. 

“At the outset of the war many 
fine’ American boys, for instance, 
‘came to Canada to enlist in our navy, 

our army and our aif force,” Mr. 
Mackenzie said. “We were _gilad to 
vail ourselves of their services at 
that. time. “We have a moral .re- 
sponsibility, even though they are 
citizens of another country, to assist 
in their rehabilitation the same as 
we do for Canadian service person- 
nel. These amendments make that 
possible.” 

The amendment affecting men 
already discharged will permit them 
to take advantage of training grants 
under the post-discharge re-establish- 


ment order within 12 months after 


discharge or cessation of hostilities, 
whichever shall come: at the later 
date. Under the previous regulation 
these benefits applied only during the 
first 18 months after discharge. 


“The change in this regulation was | 


deemed advisable because, at the 
present time, many discharged’ per- 
sons are entering war industries in 
temporary dead-end jobs and may 
require training when such work. is 
discontinued,” Mr. Mackenzie ‘said. 
“These men in producing munitions 
of war, are still serving the country 
and contributing their part to the 
‘war effort. To deprive them of the 
opportunity to ‘receive vocational 
training because of this temporary 
work would not be just nor in keep- 
ing with the spirit of Canada’s re- 
habilitation program.” 


U-BOAT SCORE 


Allies Destroyed More German Subs 
In January Than In December 

LONDON. —The Allies destroyed 
more German submarines in January 
than in December, a joint Anglo- 
American statement said, while mer- 
chant ship tonnage sunk by enemy 
U-boats was “among the lowest 
monthly figures for the whole war.” 

The statement, issued under the 
authority of Prime Minister Church- 
ill and President Roosevelt, said the 
higher toll of Nazi undersea craft 
was exacted despite diminishing op- 
portunities to attack them. 

It advised that German claims of 
sinking Allied ships should be ignored, 
saying ‘‘they are grossly exaggerated” 

‘and issued for propaganda purpores. 

The statement: 

“The year 1944 has opened with 
a very satisfactory first month for 
the, Allies in their continued cam- 
paign against the U-boat. 

“In spite of the limited opportun- 
ities to attack U-boats owing to the 
extreme caution now exercised by 
them, more were destroyed in Jan- 
uary than in December. This has 
been accomplished by unrelenting 
offensive action of our. surface and 
air forces, 

“The amount of merchant ship 
tonnage sunk by U-boats during 
January, 1944, is among the lowest 
monthly figures for the whole war.”

The difference between the swift, 
smooth landings in Sicily, which was 
attacked at many points, and the 
desperate fighting at Salerno is 
largely one of having sufficient num- 
bers of landing craft of innumerable 
types, many of which must be built 
not only for specific operations but 
for certain beaches. 


For example, one of the difficulties 
of the recent landing south of Rome 
was that there was a reef along the 
coast which made it impossible to 
use large landing ships. Special ships 
with a shallow enough draft but big 
enough to carry a large number of 
tanks had to be brought in for the 
operation, 

Such problems will be a hundred 
times complicated along the thous- 
ands of miles of rock-strewn and 
tide-swept European coast. “Fhe per- 
centage of expendability will be im- 
measurably greater than on any pre- 
vious expedition because the huge 
attack is bound to smash head-on 
into prepared German defences. 

It is certain Allied landing craft 
will be a No. 1 target for German 
big guns and glider bombs.
